There have been but two Eng¬ 
lish Thanksgivings In this coun¬ 
try: One was on February 27,1872, 
for the recovery of the Prince of 
Wales from illness; the other, 
June 21, 1887, for the Queen’s Jub¬ 
ilee. 

The Now England Thanksgiving ' 
dates from 1633, when the Massa¬ 
chusetts Bay Colony set apart a 
day for thanksgiving. 

The first national Thanksgiving 
proclamations wfere issued by Con¬ 
gress during the Revolutionary 
War. 

Thefirstgreai American Thanks¬ 
giving Day was held in 1784 in 
grateful recogni'ion of the declara¬ 
tion of pence. There was one more 
national Thanksgiving in 1789, and 
I no other till 1863, when President 
Lincoln issued a national procla¬ 
mation for a day of thanksgiving. 
Since that time the President has 
issued an annual proclamation and 
the day has been generally observ¬ 
ed.

Tent City, Coronado, Cal. 

Nature left nothing more to be 
desired in the way of situation 
when she evoked the spot on which 
the city of San Diego is built. As 
you sail up the magnificent harbor, 
—large enough and deep enough 
to hold the combined navies of the 
world,—you see the city, rising 
from the water to the top of the 
gentle slope, high enough to com¬ 
mand a view of the bay, of Point 
Loma,—that wonderful promon¬ 
tory stationed there for all time, 
to protect the entrance to the 
harbor,—and of the blue ocean it¬ 
self with the distant rocky islands 
that belong to Old Mexico. 

The bay is land-locked except 
for this narrow entrance only in 
the deepest channel, about one- 
fourth of a mile wide. As you 
round Point Loma, you sail along 
its steep sides, growing .more and 
more entranced as you near the 
city, passing the Government Fort 
and the quarantine station on the 
left, and Coronado on the right: 
that seems like an island, but in 
fact the hand of a long loving arm 
that embraces the harbor and 
holds the broad Pacific in check; 
you see the steam ferry-boats that 
connect the city with its famous 
watering p i a e e—Coronado—and 
round up at one of the great 
whaves that were built, as Califor¬ 
nians do everything, on a grand 
scale and with an eye to a great 
future. The city is yet small hav¬ 
ing only about twenty thousand 
inhabitants, and has an air of 
happy waiting quite in contrast to 
our Eastern cities. The fact is the 
drouth of the past three years has 
had a quieting effect On. all this re¬ 
gion and has left its mark every : 
where, and so the city has lost the 
luxuriant attractiveness it wore 
when rains were plenty all the 
winter months. Everyone says 
August and September are the 
hard unpleasant months,—nature’s 
resting time. For all this, words 
cannot describe its climate, espec¬ 
ially in summer as we have ex¬ 
perienced it. The peculiarities of 
this region are conditions simply 
inconceivable to an eastern or 
western bred person. The agree¬ 
able coolness, the absence of any 
excess of heat at any period of the 
twenty-four hours, the cool noon 
aud the equally cool nights, the 
whole season free from rains and 
storms, “with 'an unparalleled 
evenness of temperature, the con¬ 
stant clear sky, and an air that is 
slightly warmer and far more 
agreeable than that of the winter 
[season make the summer the ideal 
seasons for comforc aud health.” 
It is certainly an earthly paradise 
for children. It is hard to disasso¬ 
ciate summer heat and all manner 

* 

of childish disease; but here chol¬ 
era infantum and other usual sum¬ 
mer sickness are practically un¬ 
known. “During the summer 
months San Diego is entirely free 
from those hot, close, oppressive 
seasons which so debilitate and 
eufeeble the delicate constitution 
of the health seeker; while the 
cool, refreshing, health-bearing 
breezes from the ocean, which are 
of daily occurrence, are grateful 
alike to the healthy and the weak. 
Nature seems to have omitted 
nothing in making the sanitary 
conditions of San Diego absolutely 
perfect.” 

I have alluded to Poinl Loma 
Which is such a marked feature in 
the whole landscape that I Will 
quote a description of it. “Point 
Loma or Inspiration Point—as 
some San Diegans have named 
it,—is a bold headland eight miles 
long, by three miles wide, rising 
some five hundred feet above the 
lowest of the Pacific ocean, which 
it looks down upon and defies, 
while it shelters and protects the 
city and bay of San Diego. On 
the'oue band is the mild, balmy, 
placid Pacific, on the other, Hay 
City, valleys, mesas, foot hills, and 
far back to the snow capped horizon 
line, peaks rising tier upon tier. 

North, east, aim south as far as 
the visiou reaches, stretches a su¬ 
perb continental backbone range, 
lifted ten thousand feel skyward.” 
The ever changing shadows of 
lights and tints, varying from a 
rich warm golden to the deepest 
royal purple, never twice alike, 
ever faciuating, over inspiring, 
with a climate of life-giving force 
peculiarly Its own, who would not 
wish to bring themselves under 
its beneficent influence, and once 
here the temptation is ’to stay on 
and on indefinitely. It is a verita¬ 
ble Castle of Indolence. We think 
we have caught the wiil-o’-tho* 
wisp we have all our lives been 
chasing. - L. A. C. 


“In truth, O Judges,” spoke Cic¬ 
ero, “while I wish tq be advanced 
with every virtue, yet there is noth¬ 
ing which I can esteem more high¬ 
ly than being and appearing grate¬ 
ful ” 

Thus we have a subtle distinc¬ 
tion that divides gratitude into 
two parts—and each is important. 
To be grateful is virtue in itself, 
whether expressed or not. As a 
matter of fact, many people are 
grateful without ever admitting it. 
Gibbon, the historian, said senten- 
tiously, “Gratitude is‘expensive.” 
This scarcely sounds true, but, as a

matter of fact it is. For instance. 


the merchant who has prospered 
during the year may be grateful 
for his good fortune, but if he 
should say too much about it to 
his employees they would expect, 
and would probably have to be 
given, increases in their wages. It 
is the same way‘With the manufac¬ 
turer and all others conducting 
large enterprises. Even an Em¬ 
peror has to be careful about the 
way he expresses his thankfulness, 
though his heart be full of it; for 
royal treasuries, as well as pri¬ 
vate pocketbooks, have their lim¬ 
itations. 

Those who appear grateful after 
being grateful are the salt of the 
earth. By expressing gratitude 
for the blessings they have receiv¬ 
ed, they share their prosperity 
with the world and make life hap¬ 
pier in every way. Of course there 
is a limit in the mere matter of 
thanking somebody. Henry Ward 
Beecher once said: “Next to in¬ 
gratitude, the most painful thing 
to bear is gratitude.” You do 
some one a kindness and you uever 
escape the consequences. Of course 
these thankful persons are rare in 
the world, but they can 'become 
nuisances sometimes. Still it will 
noL do to quarrel with them. They 
are '.the leaveh that leavens the 
rest, and some people really do 
like to be, thanked. The point may 
be made, tirai much of this effusive 
gratitude is' looking more to tile 
future than to the past, but it is so 
rare that it must be accepted with¬ 
out criticism or cavil. 

There never was a time in the 
history of onr country when grati¬ 
tude should be SO real, so general 
aud so* candid. The nation has 
prospered, has expanded— some 
people, however, are not thankful 
for that—and has gone through a 
Presidential election with a behav¬ 
ior that should make everyone 
proud of politics. These are in ad¬ 
dition to all the other comforts, 
privileges aud private profits which 
have come to the people. The 
growth in population alone shows 
how well we are advancing; 
in ten years we have come from 
62.622,260 to 70,000,000. Our trade 
statistics surpass all records of 
mankind. 'We are leading th’e 
world in material thing-,and hard¬ 
ly any nation on the globe can get 
along without our help and prod¬ 
ucts. We have captured both the 
industrial and the financial leader¬ 
ship of the earth. 

Under these circumstances the 
people of the United States ought 
to make the Thanksgiving Day of 
1000 the most joyous and the most 
enthusiastic celebration of its kind 
since it was established.

How to Hake Fruit Custard. 

A good way of varying the simple 
custard is to put in each cupful before 
the custard is poured in a tablespoonful 
of either strawberry or raspberry jam. 
Dried or crystallized fruits are as good 
an addition as is the jam. Chocolate 
custards are made by adding to the 
custard mixture enough melted choco¬ 
late to give a rich color. 

How to Make Chicken Jelly, 

To make chicken jelly clean and dis¬ 
joint a chicken, cut it into small pieces, 


break the bones and place it in a 
saucepan. Add one pint of cold water 
for every pound of chicken. Heat 
slowly and simmer until the meat 
falls from the bones. Strain, let it 
stand until cold, remove the fat and 
season it with salt, pepper and a small 
piece, of lemon peel. Parsley, celery 
and bay, leaves may be used for flavor¬ 
ing if they are desired. Turn into a 
mold and stand in a cold place to hard¬ 
en. This can be used for broth or soup 
by thinning slightly with boiling wa¬ 
ter.
